Eugene C. Krapf, district executive of the Midwest District, died April 
2 en route to Chicago after a week-long executive training conference in 
French Lick, Indiana. A dedicated Scouter in every sense of the word, 
he served the cause of youth in Chicago since 1955. He was especially 
known for his work among juvenile delinquents andhis ability to convert 
juvenile gangs into Scout troops. 

Krapf was born in 1906, in Atchison, Kansas, and graduated from the 
University of Kansas. He first came to Chicago in 1929 and served asa 
volunteer Scout leader. In 1942 he entered the professional service of the 
Boy Scouts of America in Boston, Mass. He also served as a field Scout 
executive in Peoria, Illinois. From September, 1946, until May, 1955, he 
served as Scout executive of Guam and in this capacity was responsible 
for the organization of Scout units among military dependents and Amer- 
ican citizens throughout the entire Southwest pacific area, 

He is survived by three brothers and one sister: the Rev. Anthony 
Kraff, C. P. P. S., of Chicago, the Rev. Robert Kraff, C. N., of New 
Orleans, Lawrence Kraff ot Baltimore, Md., and a sister, Mrs. Marie 
Smith of Greenwich, Conn.

But we still do 
have a problem...the under- 
standing of everyone that Scout- 
ing has four levels of financing 
and it cannot be successful if 
any are missing. 

1. The money the boy earns to 
secure his dues, and uniform. 

2. The money the unit raises by 
approved projects for its 
activities, and outings. 

3. The money provided by the 
sponsoring institution for a 
suitable meeting place. 

4. The money to provide for 
administration of the overall 
program and its expansion. 
This is the Council budget. 

As Scouters we must be con- 
cerned about all four levels and 
willing to do everything necessary 
to bring them up to and above par. 
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
